Boy After Confessing to Murdering 


White Woman,. Taken From Court 


Room and Burned at Stake.

Waco, Texas, May 15.—Jess .Wash- 
ington, negro boy, who confessed to 
criminal assault and murder of Mrs. 
Lucy Pryar, seven miles south of here 
last Monday, was taken from district 
court room shortly before noon today 
and burned to death on public square.

after the negro's trial had ended and 
after the jury had returned a verdict 
of guilty giving him death penalty. 
Someone not far 
from the negro 
started the cry of "Get the negro." It 
was taken up by all of those from that 
part of the counry, where Mr. Fryer 
was killed, and Washington was then 
removed from the court room.

The mob at first seemed willing to 
hang the negro from the suspension 
bridge, but a suggestion that he be 
burned on the plaza met with instant 
response, and he was dragged to the 
city hall yard where a chain already 
around his neck, was thrown over 
the limb of the tree, wood secured and 
fire started 
When flames had subsided some- 
wnat, some in the. mob cut off the 
negro's fingers and other parts of.his 
body. -

The development and survey com- 
mittee of the Janesville Commercial 
cl-ub this noon was instructed to in- 
quire locally as to the advisibllity of a 
buildmc and loan association and also 
to secure facts aa to what local firms 
and companies are doing co-operative- 
ly with home buildings as regards 
periodical payments on the homes 
erected lor the latter. 
That the time was opportune for 
this consideration, was; the general 
opinion-of the.board. Instances were 
cited to show that had -such a corpora- 
tion existed in the city, it would nave 
kept a large number of skilled work- 
men here during the pact srx or eight 
months. Through the absence of a 
building and loan association, which 
would have advanced working men 
funds with which to own homes local- 
ly, which no doubt would have been 
more of an inducement to keep theae 
men in the city against overtures In 
the form of slight wage increases, the 
city and Janesvllle manufacturers 
have lost families and valuable and 
skilled. laborers.. Robert Bostwick of 
the development and survey commit- 
tee, was instructed to inquire into the 
matters and report a week from today. 
H. H. Bliss of the promotion commit- 
tee sprung a surprise on the board 
when he informed them of having lo- 
cated a small factory in the city this 
morning. There were still further sur- 
prised when theyi learned of the nature 
of the proposition. 


Mr. Bliss explained that the new fac- 
tory consumes eight tons of milk curds 
daily in a secret process to secure cas- 
me, a proteid, the leading nitrogenous 
element of milk, which coagulates by 
the action of rennet, or acids, when. Jt' 
takes the form of curd and forms the 
principal ingredient in cheese. C. A.

The demand for casine is far 
ereater than the supply, making a mar- 
ket for .every ounce of production. 
Aside from being a cheese ingredi- 
ent the casine is extensively used in 
many other lines. As a by-product it 
has as wide a diversified range as have 
coal-tar by-products. 
It is used in the manufacture of imi- 
tation marble,' imitation, ivory, Persian 
ivory, tiling, etc. It is used Jn ship- 
building to cover the bottoms of ves- 
sels to eliminate fouling with barna- 
cles and other such hull troubles as 
are comnionly experienced by ship 
owners.

Sundty for drunkenness by a patrol- 
man. Nothing was known about the 
man by the police, and, as he is a 
stranger here, he did not know any 
facts regards the previous prosecution 
of the alleged resort. 
Beandry first pleaded guilty to the 
intoxication 
complaint. 
The 
court 
asked him where he obtained his liq- 
uor. Every defendant arrested 
for 
drunkenness on Sunday is asked the 
same question and for once, the court 
found a man who was either not afraid 
or honest enough to make unrestricted 
statements. Beandry informed Judge 
Maxfield he got whiskey at a bar room 
of the hotel at South Janesville Sun- 
day, and whila he did not know' the 
name o£ the place, said it was the sec- 
ond hotel from the interurban station. 
If he is correct it ie the place now own- 
ed by Williams, who, it is said, pur- 
chased the property from William Vo- 
gel, who is now facing a criminal 
charge for violations at this place, in 
a case to be heard 'before the circuit 
court. 
According to Beandry, there were 
"five or six in the bar-room and all

tion, and that through its work there 
would be a destruction of what has 
been held up as domestic monopoly. 
Curing the past twenty months, how- 
ever, the federal trade commission al- 
most passed from the minds of the 
people. It became almost a memory. 
It has just made its first appearance 
before the public and," strange to say, 
not in the role of-a monopoly destroy- 
er1; or a guardian of the Sherman law, 
but as an advocate of combinations, 
and with a demand for the amend- 
ment of. the Sherman law to promote, 
such combinations.

Chicago, HI., May 15.—Hotel, man- 
agers- today are attempting to solve 
the problem of housing approximately 
150,000 transients expected to attend 
the Republican and Progressive na- 
tional conventions .and the great suf- 
frage demonstration to be held here 
June 7. This is the largest number of 
strangers that lias visited Chicago 
since the "World's Fair in 1893. 
Already every available room in the 
large hotels have been reserved, and 
it seems that accommodations in 'sec- 
ond class and smaller hostelries will 
be at a premium. In fact, managers 
of the "big five" of Chicago's hotels 
will not reserve another room, stat- 
ing that they are holding them "for 
the usual run of business." 
Although they maintain that the 
rates have not been increased, the 
officials of three hostelries, the 
La 
Salle, Congress and Sherman House, 
have reserved the right to "double or 
triple up the rooms it necessary." 
The same rule will be applied proba- 
bly at the Auditorium. 
Four hundred rooms have been re- 
served at the Blackstone for months, 
the rates ranging from $5 to 10. No 
reservations have been allowed for 
headquarters here. 
Officials smilingly admit that 850 
rooms of the Congress have "gone" 
at $5 a "head;" the X.a Salle has been 
asked for 500 rooms at S2.50 and $5 
a person. Both have a few hundred 
rooms which they allege they will 
hold for their "regular guests." 


The Auditorium, officials say, has 
been entirely sold out. There are 400 
rooms in all, ?5 and 510 being asked.
